Fears of Dole System. 

| The apprehension about the dole, 


expressed by those who fear it, is 
that if adopted now it would be kept 
permanently in action on an enlarg- 
ing scale as has been done in Enzg- 
land. It is claimed, whether accu- 
rately or not, that the existence of 
the dole during several years on a 
coustantly expanding scale is one of 
the chief causes of Great Britain’s 
economic and financial stagnation. 
The dole in Englard has grown to a 
point where it is charged that men 
and families make a deliberate choice 
of living rather narrowly, but never 
the less satisfactorily in idleness on 
the government dole rather than ae- 
cepting employment below a certain 
scale of pay. 

Under normal circumstances, the 
dole as an institution might not com- 
mand a majority in congress and cer- 
tainly would not command the two- 
thirds necessary to enact it over a 
presidential veto. Under present eon- 
ditions, however, several factors favor 
it. 
in strong pressure on members of both 
parties in congress. Even more po- 
tent will be the fact that the coming 
session of congress is on the eve of 
a general election for president, for 
one-third the senate and for the enttre 
membership of the house. 

During Campaigns. 

During the very months of the bat- 
tle over the dole, members and sena- 
tors will be before their constituents 
for renomination in primaries and a 
few months later for eleetion. In ad- 
dition, conservative democrats who 
might ordinarily oppose the dole on 
principle, will now be under tempta- 
tion to support it as a means of com- 
pelling a republican president to go 
on record against it on’ the eve of an 
election. The same political motive 
will operate with progressive repub- 
licans from farming districts who or- 
dinarily would oppose any dole to city 
workers. The dole offers a larger 
opportunity for stirring up political 
effect than any other of the several 
controversies that normally ought to 
occupy the coming congress, such as 
the World Court issue. 

The number of persons in congress 
who earnestly believe in the dole as 
a permanent institution, while small, 
is larger than is commonly realized. 
The dole would be paid out of income 
taxes, and the income tax provides a 
mechanism for taking from _ the 
“haves” to give to the “have nots.” A 
considerable number of persons have 
come to advocate using the income tax 
not merely to pay the expenses of gov- 
ernment, but as a social device for 
leveling out inequalities of wealth. 
The number of these in congress 
would not, hoWever, be formidable if 
they were not supplemented by those 
likely to support the dole next winter 
as a matter of politics and personal 
appeal for re-election. ‘he net of it 
is the dole will be the subject of a 
formidable controversy.

“This condition occurs in spite of | 
10 per cent reduction of acreage last 
spring. It has already resulted in 
drastic declines in cotton prices, which 
if allowed to continue may bring di- 
rect disaster to cotton-producing states 
and indirect distress to the nation. 

“Through serious world depression 
of last two years federal farm board 
has steadfastly attempted to protect 
cotton farmers and all who deal. with 
them from price declines such as have 
affected all industries, first, by 16- 
cent loans to cotton co-operators, sec- 
ond, by removal from market by cotton 
stabilization corporation of 1.300.000 
bales, third, by 90 per cent loans to | 
co-operatives last year.

Guest of Local Dealers 
at Dinner. 


Television will eventually be com- 
mercially feasible; television receiving 
sets will retail for approximately $75, 
but television is not now a commer- 
cially sound enterprise, despite the 
fact that several companies are put- 
ting television sets on the market, is 
the opinion of Harold A. LaFount, 
federal radio commissioner, who ad- 
dressed a group of members of the 
Atlanta Radio Dealers’ Association at 
a dinner given in his honor Wednes- 
day night at Rich's tea room. 

The problems confronting the proper 
development of television are strictly 
technical, the commissioner said, and 
are not a matter of federal opposi- 
tion. As the sets now on the mar- 
ket are made, permission to all com- 
panies that claim to be prepared to 
broadcast pictures would crowd the 
available ether about ten to one. So 
the commission has denied license to 
all companies until such a time. as 
the device is perfected. | 

In some sections. automobiles are 
being fitted out with radios to a very 
great extent. In several cities, every 
taxi is equipped with a radio. In many 
instances homes in some sections are 
beginning to install two sets. These 
and other indications lead Commis- 
sioner LaFount to believe that this 
winter will be one of the greatest 
years for radio. since its’ invention. 
Following these remarks, and a brief 
outline of some of the problems of the 
commission itself, in which he likened 
it to an agency of traffic, he closed 
with a complimentary remark or two 
about the homes of Atlanta. 

Dr. Thornwell Jacobs, president of 
glethorpe University, thanked the 
commissioner for his talk, wi the 
remark that the radio was the great- 
est medium for the dissemination of 
education ever conceived by the mind 
of man. He prophesied that this 
country would see the time when 100 
of the most able and brilliant educa- 
tors in the country would broadcast 
the classics from some central point, 
in such a way that some one of the 
truths of the ages would be on the 
air each hour of the day. and that an 
education would be procurable by any 
one with no other expenditure than 
the initial cost of his receiving set, 
and of his time.
